Thousands 
sign petition 
against cuts

A PETITION started by a disa¬ 
bled woman from Luton in 
opposition to cuts to welfare 
care has received more than 
40,000 signatures - and won 
backing from an MP. 

Now Gavin Shuker, MP for 
Luton South, will help Angela 
Murray, 28, of Biscot, to 
present the petition to 
Chancellor George Osborne. 

Wheelchair-bound Angela 
started the petition after learn¬ 
ing of plans to cut the hours of 
her social care from 20 hours a 
day to just three. 

She said: “I’m a 28-year-old 
woman but if they take away 
my social care it’ll be the end of 
my life. I’m disabled but I want 
to enjoy life the way any other 
young woman can. 

“I was hit by a car when I was 
two. I have a spinal brain inju¬ 
ry which has affected my left 
side. I can’t walk because I 
have no balance so I’ve been 
using an electric chair since I 
was 11. 

“Thanks to social care I have 
two volunteer jobs, I can go 
shopping and see my friends. 

“But because of the cuts

they’re threatening to take this 
support away - leaving me iso¬ 
lated at home, forcing me to go 
to bed at 9.30 every night, not 
even be able to go to the toilet.” 

At the time of going to press 
her online petition had 44,386 
signatures and numerous mes¬ 
sages of support from people 
across the country. 

Angela said: “I don’t know 
how it has happened that so 
many people have signed up, 
but I am absolutely delighted 
with the response. 

“I’m not being unreasonable 
- I’m not asking for someone to 
be with me 24-hours a day. But 
I do want dignity and I do want 
freedom. 


“If I wasn’t in this wheelchair 
I would have those things, so 
why shouldn’t I. 

Angela added: “I’d like this to 
spark some sort of debate, for 
the government to have a 
rethink, or discuss how the 
system could become a bit 
more flexible and help those 
who do need it.” 

The success of the petition 
has attracted the attention of 
MP Gavin Shuker, and a prom¬ 
ise to help deliver it to George 
Osborne. 

He said: “I am both heart¬ 
ened by the support thousands 
of people have shown for 
Angela’s story, and saddened 
by the real impact of George 
Osborne’s savage cuts. 

“There are many stories like 
Angela’s. 

“I know it will inspire others 
to come forward and talk of the 
injustice being forced on them. 

“I have offered to join Angela 
when she presents her petition 
to George Osborne and I will 
continue to work with her and 
the many others who are being 
so disadvantaged by the gov¬ 
ernment’s horrific cuts.”

I am also going to be reflecting on 
my career to see what has brought me this 
award. I am going to continue being com¬ 
mitted to the hospital and the patients.” 

Other people on the Birthday Honours List 
include Paul Alexander Hughes for services 
to education and Zahur Ahmed Parkar for 
public service to equality and diversity. 

Retired Assistant Chief Constable 
Katherine Govier from Bedfordshire Police is 
also set to be awarded the Queens Police 
Medal in recognition for her dedication and 
commitment to police work.

‘No immediate threat 
to club’ says developer

THE developers responsible for 
a controversial planning appli¬ 
cation to the north of Wigmore, 
have said there is ‘no immediate 
threat’ to a local golf club. 

Both the manager and 
members of Tea Green Golf Club 
in Wandon End, Luton had raised 
their concerns about the future 
of the facility should the large- 
scale development plan get the 
go-ahead. 

It had been claimed that if the 
application, which has been sub¬ 
mitted by Bloor Homes to North 
Hertfordshire Council was 
accepted, the land on which the 
club is situated would be eligible 
to be bought by a Compulsory 
Purchase Order - and the facility 
forced to close. 

However, this week Bloor 
Homes stated that ‘Compulsory 
Purchase Orders are not contem¬ 
plated’. 

The planning documents show 
that the development, which is 
called Wandon Park, would 
include 1,000 homes, shops, a 
community hall and a primary 
school, on land between Tea 
Green and Cockernhoe.

AN OFFER from the English 
Defence League to support 
groups working to combat 
gun crime in Luton has 
brought a mixed reaction 
from community workers. 

Kevin Carroll, joint leader of 
the EDL, said it had offered 
support to ‘several groups’ 
who may feel not enough is 
being done by the authorities 
following shootings in the 
town this year. 

The offer came to light 
during a Community 
Cohesion Contingency 
Planning Group between 
Luton council, Bedfordshire 
Police and members of the 
community on June 6. 

It also comes before next 
Saturday’s peace rally which 
community leaders have said 
is about telling residents that 
‘Luton Needs You’. 

Kevin Carroll said: “We have 
offered this support to several 
groups, in a non-violent fash¬ 
ion by just putting feet on the 
streets, trying to stop lunatics 
from shooting up our town 
and stopping residents in 
Luton feeling unsafe.” 

He added that the EDL was 
willing to take the lead from

groups such as The Non 
Violence Alliance, which sup¬ 
ports residents affected by 
gang crime in the town and 
advised the EDL to scrap a 
demonstration outside 
Discover Islam last year 
following discussions. 

Lenos Wilson, who is from 
The Non Violence Alliance, 
said: “I do appreciate their 
offer and respect it. But I am 
hoping that the council, the 
police and the whole commu¬ 
nity will work in partnership 
together. 

“That’s what our peace rally 
is about and what I would like 
to see happen.” 

Leeroy Jenkins, vice-chair¬ 
man of Luton in Harmony and 


a youth worker, said he had 
‘reservations’ about the offer 
as he felt the EDL’s approach 
had already isolated some 
sections of the community. 

He said: “I would not be 
involved because of reserva¬ 
tions about their political and 
religious stance. 

“This is about the commu¬ 
nity in Luton as a community 
of different groups of people. 
And you cannot discriminate 
against persons of the com¬ 
munity.” 

Glenroy Campbell, who runs 
a group which mentors ex¬ 
gang members, said he ‘would 
work with anyone as long as 
they have the right interests 
and are not coming to cause 
trouble’. 

Bedfordshire Police and 
Crime Commissioner Oily 
Martins, said he had ‘no prob¬ 
lems’ with individuals in the 
town getting actively involved 
in supporting community 
groups, but thought that ‘try¬ 
ing to mix up what the EDL 
stand for and the issues in 
Luton is not a good fit’. 

He added: “Gun crime has 
had a negative impact on the 
reputation of the town and the 
EDL has had a similar impact 
on its reputation and that’s 
why I think these two things 
should not be intertwined.”

New additions to scheme 


WORK has started on 
additional improve¬ 
ments to Court Drive in 
Dunstable, following 
public feedback about 
controversial changes 
that have already been 
made in the area. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council and contractor 
Amey will be adding 
two-metre bright red 
textured bands at the 


entrances to the 
scheme and at each 
side of the pedestrian 
crossings in a bid to 
‘make drivers feel 
more confident’. 

In addition, new 
knee-high fencing 
will stop drivers from 
going on to the land¬ 
scaped verges. 

Further measures are 
also being considered, 


including placing 
planters on the ghost 
islands to help divide 
up the space, and 
installing studs on the 
crossings to help visu¬ 
ally impaired pedestri¬ 
ans to cross the road. 

Councillor Brian 
Spurr said: “The Court 
Drive scheme seeks to 
encourage drivers, 
pedestrians and 


cyclists to be mindful 
and share space 
responsibly. 

“Ultimately we want 
this to be a space that 
everyone can enjoy, so 
these further improve¬ 
ments are about mak¬ 
ing sure people drive 
appropriately through 
Court Drive and 
improve people’s 
confidence all round.”

She continued: “The garages 
are private property and there¬ 
fore not the council’s responsi- 
bilty - only as a last resort does 
the council have power to 
access private land if there is a 
potential health and safety 
issue. 

“But we have advised the res¬ 
ident on various measures he 
can take to help tackle the 
issue.”

Bobbies opt to take

MORE than 50 police officers 
and staff have had second 
jobs in the past year, it has 
been revealed. 

A Freedom of Information 
request sent by Luton on 
Sunday to Bedfordshire Police 
found that 56 officers and 
staff had declared business 
interests in 2012-13. 

Of the second jobs declared, 
35 were by serving officers 
and listed occupations includ¬ 


ed property rental and man¬ 
agement, photography and 
farming and animals. 

Other officers worked in 
catering and waitressing and 
in construction and renova¬ 
tion. 

Earlier this year the 
Government said it planned 
to make a register of all police 
officers’ second jobs. 

Her Majesty’s Inspectorate 
of Constabulary had found 
that 23,045 police out of a 
workforce of 201,575 were list¬ 
ed as having second jobs in 


May 2012. 

Jim Mallen, chairman of the 
Bedfordshire Police 

Federation, said the need for 
officers to find outside 
employment was ‘brought on 
by the Government’s austerity 
measures’. 

But he added that some 
officers might do so as a way 
of developing other skills. 

He said: “It might be that 
some of them come into the 
job with other skills and they 
might want to maintain 
them.”

Education boss thinks 
himself to be wise... 


I T looks like it’s back to the 
future with GCSEs in 
England. It is interesting 
that the changes are being 
described as a ‘new look’. 
What next: new look black 
and white TV? 

English sees the most 
changes, which will mean 
exams instead of coursework 
at the end of two years. And 
instead of being marked by 
letters A-G, the results will be 
numbered 1-8. 

I bet a whole team of 
specialists were locked up in a 
room to come up with that 
one. Students will now have 
to read a whole Shakespeare 
play, a Victorian novel and 
some Romantic poetry. 

How new is all that? I took 
‘O’ levels - don’t tell Gove, it 
could be a new working party 
to make it the next big change 
- and took exams after two 
years. We read a Shakespeare 
play, Victorian novel and 
Romantic poems. 

My play was Merchant of 
Venice and in role-play I was 
always Shylock. Must have 
been the nose. It succeeded in 
putting most of us off 
Shakespeare for a long time, 
as there is little more 
dispiriting to a 15-year-old 
than dissecting plays nearly 
400 years-old. 

Interestingly I have a step¬ 
son at a local comprehensive 
and they studied Othello, so I 
am not sure what the govern¬ 
ment is on about. 


We also read Dickens’ Great 
Expectations, which was a bit 
outdated even then and, like 
most Victorian novels, at least 
100 pages too long. Perhaps it 
is intended to be in part an 
endurance test, to see who 
can last the course. 

Question 1: ‘On which page 
does Miss Havisham go up in 
flames?’ 

Dickens, in Greek terms, 
wrote Comedy, in that, as a 
general rule people overcame 
the forces railed against them 
and survived and thrived. 
Thomas Hardy’s books were 
Tragedies, where most people 
didn’t. So Dickens was on the 
curriculum and Hardy wasn’t, 
which I am sure was some 
kind of subliminal message. 

This government is more 
comi-tragedy, where most 
ministers survive and thrive 
but probably shouldn’t. 

This is particularly true of 
the education secretary, who 
seems to, in part, make it up 
as he goes along and at the 
same time wants to return us 
ah to some mythical period 
where young men, and maybe 
women, sat around in tunics 
pondering the great questions 
of the world, before throwing 
a few javelins and then retir¬ 


ing to the Elysian fields for a 
glass of wine and chat with 
Zeus. Right wing Tories may 
need reminding that the 
Ancient Greeks were very 
open-minded about sexuality 
and the citizens often had a 
wife and a ‘boy’. I digress. 

There is also a mistaken 
belief in the Tory hierarchy 
that students today have it 
easy. Nothing could be fur¬ 
ther from the truth. 

My aforementioned step¬ 
son has just finished his ‘A’ 
levels, which will, no doubt, 
soon be tinkered with. I was 
not at ah stressed by school 
learning and exams and did 
not know anyone who was. 

Mind you it was the 1960s 
and I can’t remember much 
of it. 

These days they are all 
stressed all the time, which 
seems a shame as that is 
hardly conducive to learning 
or growing up. 

Back to Greek for a moment 
to point out that ‘school’ origi¬ 
nally meant ‘leisure in pursuit 
of knowledge’. It now means 
misery in pursuit of fast 
disappearing well-paid jobs. 

The tree of knowledge is not 
the tree of life, as a Romantic 
poet once said.

Luton has one v 
of a test record! 


Figures revealed this week show that Luton 
has the second highest amount of people 
passing their driving test without making any 
mistakes. Amazed? So were we. We sent 
CARL MUNGAZI out to investigate if it was 
always plain sailing for learners 


EVER heard the one about 
the guy who abandoned his 
driving test halfway through 
and jumped into a train home 
because he thought he had 
failed? 

Or the examiner who burst a 
blood vessel in his nose when 
an eager candidate executed a 
shuddering emergency stop? 

Funny as these incidents 
sound, they actually hap¬ 
pened during driving tests. 

They have been revealed by 
driving instructors in the 
town, just days after Luton 
was named as having the sec¬ 
ond highest number of people 
who pass their driving test 
without making an error. 

Hard to fathom it maybe, but 
a Freedom of Information 
request sent to the Driving 
Standards Agency by motor¬ 
ing school BSM showed that 
in the last 12 months there 
were 186 faultless tests in the 
town - Farnborough was top. 

I caught up with Jim Burgess, 
an instructor from South Beds 
Driver Training who has seen 
a few of his students pass with 
flying colours. But do things 
always gone to plan? 

He said: “I had a car I took for 
some repairs but after it was 


done there was some oil on 
the seats so I bought some 
foam for cleaning. 

“I left the tin on the back seat 
and took the car to a test for 
my one of my pupils a few 
days later. During the test he

had to do an emergency stop 
and when he did the tin flew 
from the back seat and 
exploded on the examiner 
and driver. 

“The guy who was driving 
was swallowed up by the foam 


and the instructor had to 
scrape his way out. When I 
saw him he looked like he had 
been soaked!” 

Another incident Mr Burgess 
recalls involved a lady who 
was so nervous about taking 
her test that she had booked 
two slots and cancelled both 
times. 

On the third try she turned 
up but got so nervous whilst 
waiting that she was sick in 
the toilet. 

Eventually she mustered 
enough courage to face the 
steering wheel and took the 
test. 

Mr Burgess said: “When we 
were driving back she was 
crying her eyes out and kept 
saying ‘I’m never going to put 
myself through that again’

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Les Stonnell, from the LADC School of Motoring, said he was surprised by the figures quoted for faultless 
tests. He said that nerves made it difficult for drivers to maintain their composure. But he added that it 
was possible even though he had seen very few such results in his 20 years as an instructor 


because she thought she had 
failed.” 

It was only when she had 
regained her composure that 
Mr Burgess was able to deliver 
the news that she had passed... 
without any faults! 

One other unfortunate soul 
had pretty much passed the 
test when she accidentally 
pressed the accelerator whilst 
entering the test centre and 
launched the car through the 
gates. 


Mr Burgess said: “The car 
took off, all four wheels were 
off the ground but the instruc¬ 
tor managed to brake before it 
hit the wall!” 

He also said another of his 
pupils had to abandon her test 
because she was unable to 
stop her left leg shaking 
violently at the beginning of 
the test. 

So why do some people fall 
to pieces during their driving 
tests? 


He said: “The main reason 
why they fail is they get really 
nervous. And other drivers do 
silly things on the road like 
cutting them off and this 
distracts the learner. 

“But I think Luton is a good 
place to learn because all of 
the different roads. The 
instructors work hard and 
make sure their pupils pass 
the test.” 

So it seems the secret of 
passing is to keep your cool.

ALL ABOUT NURSERY 

A nursery school is a school for children between the ages of one and five years, staffed by suitably 
qualified and other professionals who encourage and supervise educational play rather than simply 
providing childcare. It is a pre-school education institution, part of early childhood education. 
Nursery in England is also called FS1 which is the first year of foundation before they go into primary 
or infants. 

The curriculum goals of a nursery school are more specific than for childcare, but less strenuous than 
for primary school. In some areas, the provision of nursery school services is on a user pays or limited 
basis while other governments fund nursery school services. 

In the UK, pre-school education in nursery classes or schools is fully funded by local government for 
children aged over three. Pre-school education can be provided by childcare centres, playgroups, 
nursery schools and nursery classes within primary schools. Private voluntary or independent (PVI 
sector) nursery education is abo available throughout the UK and varies between structured 
pre-school education and a service offering child-minding facilities. Private sector nursery education 
curricula consbt of proprietary guidelines or international guidelines. g

FILM REVIEW 

AFTER EARTH (12A) 

Director: M Night Shyamalan 

THE best thing I can say about this 
sci-fi actioner is it isn’t as bad as 
other critics have been saying. 

It is, without a doubt, a lost 
opportunity for the seemingly 
hcense-to-print-money father-and- 
son movie vehicle of Jaden and Will 
Smith - but it’s still just about 
watchable fare. 

That’s if you can get round the 
extremely wooden acting and 
cliched scripting. 

See, the problem is Will Smith’s 
strictly stoic super-soldier father 
Cipher Raige is completely charis- 
ma-free - which is weird for such a 
usually animated actor - leading to 
immediate likeability problems 
which doesn’t help his son Jaden 
(who actually plays his cadet son 
Kitai). 

In fact Jaden - after his impressive 
turn in The Karate Kid remake - 
will have to work hard to prove he’ll 
make it as a good actor after this 
stale effort. 

The sad thing is with The Sixth 
Sense director M Night Shyamalan 

- who is in a serious career decline 
of his own after such early promise 

- helming, the two Smiths, and a 
seemingly exciting sci-fi premise, 
it’s surprising this offered very little 
ingenuity whatsoever. 

With General Cipher - part due to 
his intergalactic exploits, part due 
to death of his daughter - strug¬ 
gling to connect with Kitai, he takes 
him on a bonding mission across 
the galaxy, only for their shuttle to 


crash land on Earth after it is hit by 
an asteroid. 

The only problem is humans have 
long since left the now uninhabita¬ 
ble planet - with spiking tempera¬ 
tures and evolved creatures mak¬ 
ing it an inhospitable landscape - 
and Cipher and Kitai are the only 
two survivors. 

To make things worse, Cipher’s 
got two broken legs, and the emer¬ 
gency beacon to alert the human’s 
new homeworld to their wherea¬ 
bouts is about 100km away. 

And to top is all off, a creature 
they were transporting - a 


Rancor-monster looking alien 
called an Ursa - has also escaped. 

Cue the expected father and son 
emotional attachment, as Cipher 
has to guide his son through the 
treacherous wilderness to find 
their only hope for survival. 

But it’s sadly done in such a 
generic - albeit still engaging- 
enough - way, that the journey 
doesn’t really bring an exciting des¬ 
tination. Which after the initially 
decent-looking trailer is big let¬ 
down - hence why it is going to be 
the first big-budget summer block¬ 
buster failure. 


Shyamalan does pretty well in 
providing the movie with some lus¬ 
cious scenery and backdrops, but 
fails to do anything close to remark¬ 
able to save it from mediocrity - 
and the film simply never takes off. 

Will Smith may be the only one to 
come out of this relatively 
unscathed (despite it being a pos¬ 
sible nod to his alleged-Scientology 
beliefs), but After Earth looks like 
ending up in movie oblivion - with 
Tom Cruise’s Oblivion.

It sounds like a simple recipe but 
sometimes simple works just fine. 

The car is offered with Ford’s 
innovative 125 PS 1.0-litre EcoBoost 
engine, claimant of the 2012 
International Engine of the Year 
award. Plus there’s a 110 PS 1.5-litre 
petrol unit. For those that prefer to 
go diesel, there’s a 90 PS 1.5-litre 
diesel powerplant. It also offers a 
comprehensive package of driver 
assistance technologies, including 
Electronic Stability Program and Hill 
Launch Assist. 

The chunky looks and high ground 
clearance suggest a small 4x4 but 
wriggle under the EcoSport and you’ll 
find a singular lack of rear driveshaffs.

BOTTOM of the table Luton Hawks 
picked up a five wicket win in the Luton 
Midweek Cricket League.

After opting to bat, Haiderys laboured to 
127/5 and this proved to be not quite 
enough as United finished on 128/9 to 
edge over the line. 

In the remaining game in the Premier 
Division, Luton Majesties saw off Luton 
CC by 17 runs. 

Majesties posted a relatively low total of 
116/7 but some fine work with the ball 
saw CC restricted to 99/6. 

The league leaders, Luton Pakistanis, 
were not in action but they remain on top 
of the table, ahead of United Stars who are 
in second. 

Hawks remain bottom despite their first 
victory of the season. 

In Division One, table toppers Luton 
Saracens continued their good form with 
a 25 run victory over Luton Cricketers. 

Saracens posted 118/8 and this proved 
to be satisfactory as Cricketers slipped to 
just 93/9. 

There was also a win for Shaheen CC 
who were good enough to beat Luton 
Eagles by 18 runs. 

Shaheen’s 132/5 was enough as the 
Eagles slipped to 114/5 in their unsuc¬ 
cessful reply. 

In the remaining match AKCC picked up 
a big 32 run win over Haidery Tigers 
thanks to their strong first innings total of 
142/6, Tigers slipping to 110/8 in reply. 


In Division Two, the Saracens 2nd XI 
continue to lead the way thanks to their 
12 run win over Cornered Tigers. 

A Saracens total of 139/6 was enough as 
Tigers fell narrowly adrift on 127/6. 

AKXI were two wicket winners over

Winger Martin has SX 

new season 

no time to waste ilxx

DAVE Martin said that he was eager to 
make up for lost time after his Luton 
Town future was secured. 

The left winger has agreed a new deal 
which keeps him at the club until the 
summer of 2015 and he is now craving 
stability after a period of uncertainty in 
his career. 

He joined the Hatters in January after 
his release from Southend United where 
he had found first team appearances to 
be limited, and before then was on the 
books of Derby County where chances to 
play were again at a premium. 

His spell at the Rams included two loan 
stints away from the club at Notts County 
and Walsall but regular football for the 
club you are contracted to is what any 
player seeks and Martin looks set to 
finally get that back at Kenilworth Road. 

However, there was a scare when Paul 
Buckle, the manager who signed him, left 
the club to be replaced by John Still, 
which led to fears that the uncertainty 
could come rushing back. 

“I was thinking ‘oh no, not again’,” said 
Martin. “It was getting to be one of those 
stories again, the manager has brought 
me in and then he’s gone. 

“A new manager comes in and he could 


bring his own players in, and he might 
not fancy you as a player. 

“I wasn’t one of his players, but I got my 
head down.” 

Still certainly wants to leave his own 
stamp on the Luton team but Martin is an 
inherited player he wants to keep. 

The 28-year-old made 16 appearances 
in all for the club after joining and scored 
three goals in all, including a memorable 
brace in the 3-0 home victory over 
Lincoln City. 

He did enough to impress Still and 
ensure that a nomadic lifestyle would not 
continue, but he is fully aware that the 
hard work starts now as Luton look to 
finally return to the Football League 
from the Blue Square Bet Premier. 

“The manager obviously wants me here 
so I’m more than happy,” said Martin. 

“I’m enjoying my football here, I’m get¬ 
ting going again and I’ve got to make up 
for a bit of lost time which I want to do 
over the next couple of years. 

“Everyone at the club is thinking that 
it’s got to be promotion and nothing else, 
there’s not much difference between 
League Two and the Conference but it’s 
the status, you want to be in the Football 
League and that’s where Luton Town 
should be.” 

Still said players of Martin’s ability ‘do 
not grow on trees’ and was happy to have 
tied his man down. 

“I’m delighted that he wanted to sign an 
extended deal,” he said.
